But 
when be concentrates his mind upon prin- 
ciples ho is still a wise and strong coun- 
selor. He has all his life had the habit of 
thinking In tbo abstract. Logic always 
came easier and more natural to him than 
a marshaling of facts. As he grows older 
this bent of his wind Intensifies. Some 
amusing stories, n part of them true and 
a part of tbem imaginary, are told of Mr.

CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 



The Result of the Strike Now De 
pends Upon the Action of the 
West Virginia Miners. 

MORE MEN JOIN THE STRIKERS 



PirrgBLitn, July 18.— The Seconal week 
of the ciial minors' striku has begun and 
already it give* promise of being one of 
the greatest wage struggles in the his- 
tory of this country. Ten day* ago the 
conl operator* in this district nod (lie 
miners themselves little dreamed that 
within one short week inch an ero of 
general suspension could be wrought as 
now exists in the bituminous mining 
industry. Then tho mouth of the 
many cool tipples that dot tho Monon- 
gaholn, Youghiogheny, Allegheny and 
Peter's Creek valleys, and the valleys of 
Toms and Miller's Run, wero open, and 
turning out thousands and thousands of 
MM of the best cool that enters into the 
competitive markets of the world. Now 
all is changed. Tho vast caverns are 
like so many graveyards. On the hill- 
sides, basking in tho shade, there is an 
army of IK, 000 unemployed, who are 
anxiously waiting for more to join the 
troops of idlers. On nearly every rail- 
road track leading to the mine SJ. there 
stand empty cars, apparently anxious to 
bo loaded, that their burdens may be

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and during the next few days every 
effort will be made to bring out the 
men iu the fow mines that are still 
working. This will be a difficult task, 
but they express confidence in their 
ability to make the suspension complete 
before the week is 48 hours old. 

From the best information obtainable, 
the Pittsburg operators are in no hurry 
to have tho difficulty adjusted. Ho 
many of them had stocks on railroad 
sidings which they held for an advance. 
Much of this was disposed of Saturday 
at u good profit. One prominont oper- 
ator said that it would take anofh. r 
week to determine the exact state of 
the market, and by that time a general 
cleaning up will havo taken place. All 
interested will be ready to begin busi- 
ness ou a new basis and probably at a 
higher price. 

-This whole thing will result in a 
compromise," said another prominent 
operator. "Tho operators are in a posi- 
tion to stand it for some time, and I be- 
lieve the minors are in about the same 
condition. It looks as if business will 
brighten up, and iu that event tho 
operators will be able to get better 
prices, and tho condition of btMiMM 
•••d the condition of the miner will be 
simultaneously improved." 

Just now the greatest obstacle in tho 
way of success of the miner is tho activ- 
ity of tho diggers in tho West Virginia 
fields. They are working night and 
day and are getting ready to supply all 
the coal that is needed. They are re- 
penting what they did three years ago, 
when a general suspension was de- 
clared. At that time there were a num- 
ber of operators in the Mountain state 
that were on the verge of bankruptcy. 
The general suspension was declared, 
and there came a great demand for coal 
at prices that insured a big profit. The 
operators rallied around them a large 
number of men, whose friendship and 
support they hav* encouraged ever 
since. The operators profited by thou- 
sands and thousands of dollars. Whou 
the season had finished and tho strike 
was declared a failure, they balanced 
their books and found things on the 
proper side of their ledgers. They real- 
ized that they owed much of their profit 
to their miners, and rewarded them for 
it. On every succeeding payday ths 
faithful miners were paid bonuses in 
the shape of gold pieces, and naturally 
the best of feeling prevail! among the 
the employers and employes. 

This is the condition of affairs tho 
organizers that will go into the Wost 
Virginia district this week will have to 
encounter.

His congressional career 
thiisb.g.ili .arler than that of any mem- 
ber of either house, antedating S. uutors 
Morrill and Sherman by seven years 
and Hon. Calusha A. Grow, now a 
member of the house from Pennsylva- 
nia, by one year. 

Mr. Hams had, when ho was elected 
to the national house of representatives, 
already become a man of state reputa- 
tion ni Tennessee, h-ving the year pre- 
viously served as a presidential elector 

on the" De cratio ticket, and two years 

before been elected a member of tho 
legislature of the stato. 

Mr. Hani- represented the Ninth 
Tennessee district in congress for two 
terms ending in ISst, win n he declined 
a renomiiiation. He then moved to 
Memphis, where he has since resided. 
Here lie was engaged in the practice of 
law until 1857 with the interruption 
necessary to allow him to become a 
presidential elector in 1800. Ho wa* 
three tun. s iu sue. es-ion before the 
war. beginning 111 1S57, elected gov- 
ernor of his stato, and was serving iu 
that capacity w hen the war broke out.

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Gold and Prosperity. 

(From the Loul.ville Pt>«.) 

In the Louisville Dispatch, which is 
just now appearing in the role of Mrs. 
Partington in an effort to sweep back the 
waves of prosperity, we find much to il- 
lustrate the lack of information on which 
faith in free silver rests so serenely. In 
a recent itsue it says : 

"While the goldbuga are talking 
about the increased production of 
gold, they forget that there has been 



and that the population aud business 
of the United States are growing fast- 
er than the supply of gold." 
The per capita theory, the idea that 
the financial question turns on the 
amount of money each person has allot- 
ted him by the statistician, is the source 
of grave errors, so it issometimts wise to 
answer a fool according to bis folly. 

According to recent estimates, the gold 
production in America will reach f53,- 
000,000. 

In 1885 it was $M2,000,00O. Here is an 
increase of t>0 per cent in the gold pro- 
duced. In 1885 the population was but 
50,000,000; it is today 73,000,000. The 
increase in population is but 30 per cent. 

But let it be considered the gold pro- 
duced does not perish ; it is stored 
wealth. It does not disappear as popula- 
tions disappear in a generation ; it does 
not disappear in a year like the wheat 
crop or the coal production ; it accumu- 
late. 

Since 1873 tbe American product of 
gold has exceeded $900,000,000, thus in- 
creasing enormously the money of re- 
demption, so-called. 

But take the world at large. The 
year's production of g >ld is estimated at 
$210,000,000. It exceeds the year* ol the 
California production. In 1874 tbe 
tho world's annual production of gold 
was $90,< 00,000. The produce is now 
two and a half times the product of 
1874. 

Does any silver statistician "oppose 
that the world's population has in that 
time increased 150 per cent, or one-filth 
of 150 per cent? Ifao, he ought to be 
nominated for Vice President on a tick- 
et with Bryan. 

Since 1873 to 1897 the world's product 
of gold has reached the enormous figures 
of $3,200,000,000. This is certainly equal 
to 75 per cent of the world's supply at 
that time. 

But, it is said, we have made gold the 
sole primary money ; hence a scarcity. 

Tbe annual product of gold in 1897 1* 
$240,000,000. 

In 1873 the total value of gold and sil- 
ver produced in the world was $178,000% 
000. 

That I*, the production of gold in 1897 
33 per cent greater than the combined 
production of gold and ailver in 1873, 
when, according to the ignorant, gold 
u made the primary money. 
Hence this .tatement ; if gold be the 
only primary money, tbe annual eupply 
of priuiuy money is greater by 33 par 
cent than the annual supply of gold aud 
silver wss In 1873. 

And, if ws struck down in 1873 half 
le money in the world, ailver, we have 
since made good that It*-, 
enough gold to take the place of 
stricken silver. 
But to go further, it can be said tbsre 
more ailver money in the world than 
ever before ; more ailver doing the work 
of exchange than aver before ; more pa- 
per, redeemable on demand in gold and 
silver, more and better banking facilities, 
'toe* to give vitality and 
activity to the money of the world than 
ifore; mor*r*adin***iuexchacg«, 
itiUty to all forma of money and

A New Source of Rubber. 

Tho discovery of a now souroo of La- 
!!"h rubber, from a tree kuown to the 
natives us the "Ire," or "iron," has 
given a great impetus to tho trado of 
tho west coast of Africa in a rubber of 
extremely good quality. Tho Kicksia 
ufricuua forms a tree 50 to (10 feet high, 
with a trunk averaging \ i to 14 inches 
ia diatnoter. It is said to be one of the 
moat beantifnl trees of the forest and is 
capublo of producing in a good season 
as tuuoh as from 10 to 16 pounds of 
rubber per treo. For tho purposo of ex- 
tracting tho rubber a deep vertiool cut 
is made through tbo bark and several 
oblique cuts on each aide running into 
tho main channel, at the boso of which 
a vessel ia placed to reooivo tho esuding 
milk, which is coagulated by allowing 
a quantity to stand for sonic days in a 

'y made in the trunk of a tree, so 

that tho watery portion evaporates or 
souks into the wood, leaving tho solid 
portion behind, which is kneaded and 
ised together into a solid mass, or 
milk is placed in a vessel and boil- 
ed, tbo rubber beginning to coagulate 
St immediately heat is applied.—

NOVEL HIGHWAYS. 

mm fiber and Wood Shavings Ctlliied 
In Boaabvildlng. 

General Roy Stone, chief of tho bu- 
reau of road inquiry, speaking of tho 
progress of road improvement, says there 
ought to be a highway oommission in 
every state and a local commissiou iu 
every county of tbo Union. "Talkies of 
roads reminds mo, " says Goncral Stone; 
"that they have a novel road in Florida 
that is delightful to ride over. It is 
known as fiber road and is in ado of the 
refuse of tho palm fiber that is UBcd for 
brooms, brushes, baskets aud other pur- 
poses. They spread his waste eight or 
ten inches deep upon a foundation of 
sand and then spread sand over it. When 
moistened by rain, the fiber and sand 
pack closely and become a solid sub- 
stance, even more elastic than tan bark. 

"The only other road resembling it is 
at Neoedah, Wla, where tho shavings 
from the mills that saw shingles with 
the gTain of the wood are laid on a ' 
roadway with great success. An 
good road iu Florida is made of fine 
fossilized shells, but it is more expen- 
sive, owing to the cost of transports- 
tion. Tho good roads movement in this 
country, I may say, owes its success 
thus far to tbo bicycle riders. They 
have taken the initiative in nearly every 
state and look after tho legislation." 

BAD ROADS TO BLAME. 

t) by the Farmers In the Eaet Pind Their 
Business Unprofitable. 

A highly important feature of the 
highways question is the effect good or 
bad roads have upon the local markota 
and their sources of supply, says the 
Now York Tribune, In all the cities aud 
largo towns of the state there is a de- 
mand for farm products und for the 
bulkier nud heavier products, such as hay 
and straw and grain. 

In many cases tho surrounding coun- 
l is quite capable of supplying that 
mand ; in all cases it should do so as 
' as possible; In most cases it docs not. 
itead, supplies ate brought in by rail 
canal from far away, perhaps from

I have no apecial reaaon for 
wltitinK Indiana above other States, 
for all have the name conditions to con- 
tend with, but his statements are near at

lleaaya: "The great, threatening dan- 
kit from the increase of feeble-mi nded- 
neas, ia the frequency, almost certainty, 
with which it is pasat-d from parent to 
children." • " •"Tako the fact " 
there ara over 0,000 feeble-minded 
sons in Iudiana today, of whom a 
one-half are women, and think of that 
in its relation to the other fact that 100 
feeble-minded women, ol whom we have 
l*rtial records, are the mothers ol 
leaat 141) feeble-mindtd children, and 
the real a'g'iificance and danger of the 
ailuatiou begins lo be apparent." He 
then gives many family histories in In- 
diana, one of which most be inserted 
here as a typical one, that ought to 
arouse my readers from any lethargy in 
regard the subject and force them to

ties ia a family, of which from one to six 
members have been in the poor asylums 
at all timea for thirty and probably forty 
years. Many of the membera have died, 
but their descendants have alwaya been 
ready to take their places in the ranks 
of pauperism snd vioe. It is impossi- 
ble to secure a complete record of thia 
fragmentary history

poor asylum. Neither has ever married. 
Mary has borne six or seven children. 
Two or three have been ilea I for years 
ai/d their mental condition is not posi- 
tively known. Two daughters now liv- 
ing are in the school for feeble-minded, 
snd s son, who died within s few years, 
was feeble-minded. A third (laugh ' 
feeble minded and is the wife of a feeble- 
minded man. They are not In the poor 
asylum, butliveina neightoring c 
ty, where they are given assistance by a 
rnsbip trnstee. This coople has 
Id, of whose mental condition I have 
information. Tha other sister, Mar- 
garet, has a daughter, feeble-minded and 
ia married, who works in another ( 
ty, and a feeble-minded son now in the 
school lor feeble-minded. This woman 
has also borne two or three other child- 
ren now dead, but all said to have beeu 
feeble-minded. Of the son, Andrew, 
have no record. He is dead and probab- 
ly died in youth. The son, Oeorge 
Washington, married a feeble-minded 
woman and a feeble-minded son wai 
born to them. Oeorge Washington after- 
wards separated from bis wife and later 
married a second feeble-minded wo 
Before marriage this woman had borne 
an illegitimate child by Oeorge Washing- 
ton. This child was also feeble-minded. 
It should be remembered that nearly all 
the persons referred to in this family 
record have been during the whole or a 
part of their lives a burden upon the 
community. Kvery member of the fam 
ily, so far as known, has been feeble- 
minded. Probably one-half the mem- 
bers of lln family have been Illegitimate. 
Those who have entered into the mar- 
riage relation have had little or no re- 
spect for it, and there it much doubt as 
to the legitimacy of the children born to 

family is not closed. As It stands to-day 
there are probably thirteen members 
Hiipported wholly orohiefly through pub- 
lic funds. Hardly a year passes that 

other feeble-minded, illegitimate child- 
ren are not born into the family. The 
burden upon the tax-payers grows great- 
er and the enrse of feeble-mimledness 
and illegitimacy spreads. 

It must be apparent now to all who 
read with head and heait in combination, 
that Ibis country cannot afliord to have 
this taint of nreventible imbecility gain- 
ing stronger and stronger hold upou our 
vitality, ltroad plans, faithfully crrried 
out must be adopted else the evil will 
«row beyond our control. 

In the first place all feeble-minded wo- 
rn n, during the child-bearing age should 
lie kept in institutions other than the 
poor asylums of townships. Next, 
though feeble-minded men are not likely 
totind wivesamong normal women, they 
ought, for their own sakea and for the 
sake of making them productive laborers, 
to be gathered with their kind in insti- 
tutions where the whole plan ia for the 
b netit of these defectives and where the 
constant watchfulness as to occupation 
makes work stimulating to the feeble in- 

l'urtber, we must put away all senti- 
eutal protest against these thousands 
ing forced to celibacy. Celibacy ia 
e only way to stop this self multiply, 
g stream. There are higher duties 
au reproducing our kiud. The late 
»r removed ten times ten thousand and 
oiisands beside from life and all chance 
marry, yet we admire them for their 
self surrender. The Catholic clergy forgo 
marriage in order that they may be free 
logo here there and everywhere at the 
call of sacred duty ; we admire them also. 
The highest duty of self is to serve soci- 
ety, and we merely wish to call these 
defectives to a grander battle than any 
fought with weapous, a battle with in 
unity, pauperism, idiocy, illegitimacy 
ind vice, waged by those who heretofore 
have, from no conscious fault of their 
wn, been working entirely on behalf of

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Eighty varieties of potatoes were test- 
ed last sens, n at the New Hnnipshiro 
station. In a report on resnlts little 
hesitancy is felt in rocoiiimending such 
varieties na While Btar, Rural Net 
Yorker No. 8, American Wondor, Oar 
man No. 3, (lovernnr Rusk and Sir Wil- 
liam, as these have been reported on 
favorably from so many sections. Re- 
gariling less known varieties, time must 
decide 011 their merits. Just because a 
certain variety has giveu a fair yield 
this year it does not follow that it will 
do equally woll next season. The cause* 
of variation from year to year in the 
same variety cannot be due to tho soil 
alone. It is not uncommon to be able to 
select two hills of tho some variety side 
by side, the one far more productive 
than tho other. 

The 15 vurieties giving the heaviest 
yield in order of productiveness at thla

There was very little dif- 
ference in thn effectiveness of muriate 
and sulphate of potash on potatoes. One 
appears to be about as effective as tho 
other. Those treated with corrosive sub- 
limate gave on an average 10^ por 
cent less scab than those untreated, or 
about 35 busbols to tho acre. 

Potatoes attracting attention and con- 
sidered sufficiently promising to be the 
subject of illustration aro Country Gen- 
tleman, medium late, rose color, shallow 
eyes; HcnevycRose, good size, shallow 
eyes; Early Thoroughbred; WhitoOhio, 
claimed by introducer to bo the earliest 
white potato; Rose No. B, a late red 
variety; Uncle Sam, heavy yielder of 
tubers of fine quality. 

The Sir William potato is reported to 
be n vigorous and prolific late variety 
which did well at tho New Hampshire 
station. Professor Green of the Ohio 
oxperiment station, after having grown 
it on different kinds of soils for two 
years, says, ' 'It is an almost ideal pota- 
to, both for homo uso and for market." 
Dr. I. B. Chamberlaiu of tho Ohio

One of the best plans for hay and 
winter pasture on poor uplands is to 
sow fescue grass and cow peas. Tho fes- 
cue, will come np in the full and grow 
for grazing during winter and reseed 
in early spring. Cow pous may then be 
planted, and they will come off iu time 
for the fescue to grow again during the 
succeeding winter. This process can be 
ooutiuued as long a* desired. The pea 
roots fertilise the fescue. This combina- 
tion furnishes abundant rich cow pea 
hay and excellent graaing In the winter 
aud aprlng. The only objection to this 
pluu is that the feaoue may not. on ao- 
conut of soil or season, begin much 
growth until late in winter or early
